New Castle City Code, § 209-1. Removal

of Snow and Ice Required.

The owner, tenant or occupant of any

property, shall remove any snow or ice
from sidewalk or footway along and adjoining
property within 24 hours the end of a weather
event. Said owner, tenant or occupant shall cause a
pathway to be cleared at least three feet in width

along the pavement or sidewalk to the gutter to
allow the free passage of pedestrians.

If off-street parking is available, please
vehicles, if possible, to facilitate plowing.
